Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Page 7, filed 10/10/2008, with respect to claims 9-32 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 9-32 has been 
withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Declaration filed on 1 0/1 0/2008 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is sufficient to 
overcome the Schindler (US Patent No. 7,2437387) reference. 

3. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 1 0/1 0/2008 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claim 9-32 based upon U.S.C. 35 § 103(a). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
